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The Summer term of school in District No. 1, was taught by 
Mrs. Armena T. Perkins, and gave good satisfaction, fully sustain- 
ing her high reputation as a school teacher. The Winter term, 
taught by your Committee under the superintendence of the sup- 
erintending school Committee of Conway, (as required by the Jaws 
of the state,) I shall now judge of its merits or demerits; but leave 
that matter in the hands of the citizens of the District who 
patronized said school. 


The Summer school in District No. 2, was taught by Miss 
Goodrich of Fryeburg Me. ‘The scholars were orderly, and made 
good progress in their studies. The Winter term, taught by Miss 
Pike of Cornish Me., was not so successful; irregular attendance 
on the part of the scholars, being one of the main defects. 

Both terms of school in District No. 8, were taught by Miss 
Lydia 8. Pendexter, and the progress made by the scholars, was 
far better than could have been expected, taking into consideration 
the wretched condition of the school-house in said District. In 
my two last reports, I have called the attention of the town, and 
also of the District, to the total unfitness of said house for 
schooling purposes. And I hope that the enterprising citizens 
of said District will soon take the matter in hand, and build a 
school house that will be comfortable and convenient, and an 
honor to the District. 

District No. 4, taught by Miss Clara E. Pendexter of Bartlett, 
was a well managed school. ‘The scholars were orderly, and made 
good progress in their studies. 

No. 5. Summer term, taught by Miss Julia Hall, a graduate of 
the Normal Institute at Norway Me., was a complete success. The 
Winter term, taught by Wallace EH. Mason, of Conway, (it being 
his first term) was an orderly and well managed school. And I 
will further state, that during the past two years, a greater improv- 
ment has been made in this school than in any other school within 
my knowledge. ‘The citizens of this district have taken an advance 
stand in the cause of popular education, and should the present 
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progressive movement be continued, this school will become one of 
the best managed schools in the State. 

The school in District No. 6, taught by Miss Susie Merrill, of 
Conway, gave general satisfaction. The progress made by the 
scholars was highly satisfactory to me, and reflects great credit on 
the citizens of the District. I would again, and for the last time, 
urge upon the citizen’s of all the school districts the necessity to 
unite upon all matters tending to increase the efficiency of our 


common schools.
